PPEARS to have been free of the old Stationers' Company, as 
he is found binding an apprentice in 1562, though his name is not 
inſerted among the freemen in their charter from Phil. and Mary, 4 May, 
15 56. He appears to have been very unſettled in his habitations. His 
name is moſtly written Shyngleton in the hall book. Mr. Ames had 
heard that he printed in 1525, but he had met with no proof of it, nei- 
ther have i.

ROBERT CROLE, CROLEUS, or CROWLEY, 


AS born in Gloceſterſhire, became a ſtudent in the Univerſity of 
Oxford about 1 534, and was ſoon after made demy of Magdalen- 
college. In 1542, being bachelor of arts, he was made probationer-fellow 
.of the ſaid houſe, by the name of Robert Crole, In the reign of Edward 
vI. he exerciſed the profeſſion of printing, in Ely-Rents, Holborn, 
London; ſold books, and preached in the city and elſewhere ; but upon 
the ſucceſſion of queen Mary, he, among ſeveral Engliſh Proteſtants, went 
to Frankfort, in Germany. After her deceaſe he returned, and had ſe- 
veral benefices beſtowed upon him, among which was St. Giles by Crip- 
Plegate, London, of which church he wrote himſelf vicar in 1566. He 
lived to a fair age, was buried at St. Giles, Cripplegate, and over his 
grave a ſtone was laid, with this inſcription engraven on a braſs plate: 
e Here lieth the body of Robert Crowley, clerk, late vicar of this pariſh, 
who departed this life the 18th of June, anno Domini 1588.“ He 
was admitted a freeman of the worſhipful company of Stationers by re- 
demption (gratis) 27. Sept. 1578. Soon after, he is found, jointly with 
the wardens, licencing copies; as alſo are ſeveral other perſons; but by 
what authority does not appear. Though he printed two or three books 
after the date of the company's charter, there are none entered as licenced 
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do him. Being very zealous for a reformation from popiſh errors, he ex-

erted his abilities againſt them, both by writing and printing. His 


writings may be ſeen in biſhop Tanner's Bibliotheca, p. 210. But be

Originally he was a 
member of the worſhipful company of Drapers, but ated to that of 
the Stationers, 4 June 1578, and taken into their livery on the 25th fol- 
lowing. For a diſpenſation from ſerving the Renter's office he paid a fine 
of £33 but ſeems to have been excuſed, through favour, ſerving Under 
Warden. The upper wardenſhip he ſerved in 1582,: and 1585. From 
the yeat 1588 he ſeems to have carried on the printing buſineſs wholly by 
deputies.” He died 29 Nov. 1599, in the -7oth year of his age, and was 
bufied at Datchet near Windſor in Bucks; where againſt the North wall 
of the chanel of St. Mary's church was erected an handſome altar monu-

NE Heugh Jackſon was bound apprentice to Wm. Powell for 10 
pyears from the feaſt of Pentecoſt, 1562. I find alſo Hewghe Jack- 
ſon, ſon of Wm. Jackſon of London, plumber, bound to Hen. Denham. 
Perhaps both entries mean the ſame perſon, bound firſt to Powell, and 
afterward to Denham; for the regiſter at that time makes no diſtinction 
between apprentices bound, or turned over, except from ſome other com- 
pany; mentioning only their being preſented. Reckoning from either 
time, the apprenticeſhip expired in 1572 ; ſo that we cannot aſcertain 
when he took up his freedom, or who made him free, for want of 'that 
part of the company's regiſter, from 1570 to 1576, which is miſſing.
